(ters of your Hop-hills regularly difpes’d at 9 
fer Diftance from each other, your firft Work 
willbe to dig a Hole at every Center, 3 Beet wide 
nd 3 Feet deep : To lay the upper Sods of it in 
the Hollows of your Bog, and to make Turf of the 
remaining Soil. If you proceed in your Work that 
Summer, your Turf muft be wheel'’d off immedi- 
uely, {pread and made upon other Ground, other- 
vileit would prevent the Paflage of the Tumbrils, 
which you have Occafion for in your next Bufine!s. 
This is to fill your Holes with proper Earths, or 
Compolls, in Order to receive the Hop-fets, which 
ate to be planted here, and afterwards manag‘d 
in the fame Method as in other Places. To do 
this, it is obvious that much Earth will be wanted 
ina Plantation of any confiderable Siz: ; and how 
0 provide himfelf with a fufficient Quantity at a 
cheap Rate, is of great Importance to the Farmer 
My Method is as follows. In the Upland neareft 
tothe Bop, I take off the Swerd of a {mall Plot 
with the Hoe or winged Plow: I burn it, and by 
thocow Ploughing mix the Afhes with the Mould. 
Tothefe I adda little Lime, rotten Dung, oggich 
Garden Mould, and throw the Whole together in- 
to Heaps, where it heats and rots, and in a little 
Time affords the richeft Compoft, and she beft Scil 
lot Hops. I have made Artificial Earths in this 
Manner, not only for the prefent Purpofe: but in 
aher Improvements alfo, and found it, upon Trial, 
a great deal lefs expenfive than it appears at firft 
View. The Carriage of them to the Bog ‘is the 
beavieft Article in the Expence, and this alfo is 
much alleviated by the Breadth of the Allies, and 
the Method of planting the Hops in Holes. As 
the tough Surface ‘of your Bog isno where broken, 
but in the very Spots where the Hops are plantedy 
affords a fafe Paflage for your Cattle : And as 
jour Walks are 6 Feet wide, the Hills being bur 
3 Feet over, and their Centers 9 Feet diftant, you 
my make Ufe of Carrs and Tumbrils, a cheap and

* Were it peculiar to my Method, I fhould reckon 

it the firft Advantage of it, that the Hills fland at 

: Sh Ditance ; but as this may be imitated in 
* Uplands, I thall only fay in general, that nothing 
Is more prejudicial ro Hops than clofe Planting. 
* The Care taken in Uplands to hoe and pare the 
‘ Allies, fuficiently thews that it is efteemed a Dif. 
‘ advant-ge to have any Quantity of Grafs growing 
* among Hops: Red Bogs are, by their Nature, free 
* from this Inconvenience, and, at Jeaft tor many 
* Years, till the Surface. is entirely altered, throw 
‘up none, or very litle. How far Planters are 
* right in their Opinion, that a Coat of Grafs im- 
* pairs the Action of the Sun upon the Fruir, I fhall 
* not here examine ; bur while that Opinion holds, 
‘it will ever be a Reafon ig Favour of Red Bogs. 

‘ Watering Hop-Grounds in dry Seafens, tho’, 
* from the great Expence attending it, too frequently 
* neglected, is certainly of great Benefit to the Crop. 
* This may be done in Bogs with great Conveniency 
* and little Charge. ‘Tne furrounding Drain is a 
* conttane Refervoir, where the Planter may be rea- 
* dily fupplied: And whoever underftands the Cul- 
‘ture and the Growth of Hops, wiil reckon this 
* no fmall Encouragement 

**Tis agreed among Hop-Planters thay Low 
* Grounds have great Advantages, tlicy are little ex- 
* pos'd to Drouguts, and fhelter’d by their Situation 
* trom deltruGive Storms. Bogs enjoy thofe in com- 
* mon with the r-ft, befides, as long Experience has 
‘ inform’d me, fome peculiar to themielves; they 
‘ don't fuffer as much as other Flats by the Rains of 
‘ awet Seafon, orthe Mildews«fadry one, VW hether 
* their Spunginets affords a Paffage to the Water 
* which lodge in other Grounds, and their conftane 
© Moifture prevents the bad Effeéts of too much 
* Heat, I thall net now examine ; but rhe Fact itlelf 
¢ is certain, they are free from -the Inconveniencics 
‘ abovementioned, and, what is more remarkable, 
‘ from chofe Swarms of Infeéts which too eften in- 
* feft oar Upland Hops. 

* [Tmue add, that in this kind of Planting, the 
© Tap Roots have liberty to fhoot as far as Nature de- 
«§ fign’d they fhould: They have 3 Feet of the richett 
« Soil to go thro’ before they run inro the Bog, and 
‘ even there, when once it ts well drain’d, they’il 
« meet with better Juices, than in a cold ftitf Clay, 
‘or a fharp four Gravel, which are the common 
‘ Upland Bottoms. 

‘I fhall conclude, by obviating a Doubt which 

might perhaps occur to fome of your Readers: Poles 
* will ftand in thefe Bogs as firm asin Upland Ground. 

The Earth laid into the Holes pre‘s'd together and 

confin’d by the tough, ftringy Subdftance of the Loy, 

will fufficiently fupport them, and they need be 
funk no deeper than Improvers direct in other Hop- 

Yards. 

‘ You may obferve, Gentlemen, that I have en- 
‘ gaged no farther in Hop-Husbandry, than to ex- 
* plain wirat was peceliar-to my Method. ‘The In- 

genious ‘Treatife publifh'd on that Subject, under 
your own Infpection, will inform the Keader in the 
general Management of them; and to that I mutt 
refer him, “till you are pleas’d to refume a Subje cr 
which deferves your fecond Thoughts as well as any 
other. When you do, I fhall beg Leave to throw 
in my Mite, and fend you fome Obfervations I have 
made upon the ufual Culture of them.

We do not want good Land to employ our 
lnduttry upon, and if fo much can be made out of 
the worlt, what may not be expected trom the beft?
